of the naval pay cuts an- 
flounced recently as an econ­ 
omic measure. 
Under the term s of the agree­ 
m ent, negotiated by Admiral Von 
Schroeder aboard the flagship of 
the mutinous fleet, the sailors and 
non-commissioned officers Involved 
In the uprising will not be punished 
or subjected to reprisals, but will 
immediately submit to naval dla- 
• cipllne. 
The Coqulmbo accord, however,

A jury will 
be impanelled in

Pleas Court to sit In 
judgment Olathe weighty question 
of just how much a truck is worth. 
Judge R. L. Gowdy has so de­ 
creed in ruling on a suit brought 
by C. E. Bradstreet, retired Xenia 
grocer, against T. E. Middleton, 
seeking judgment of $425 on a note.
